ROGUE RIVER IS HOME TO WILLS

Larry Wills has lived a long 
life, a well-lived life. 

A former local business- 
man and participant in a num- 
ber of civic organizations over 
his 91 years, he is a natural 
choice as the Grand Marshal 
of the 62nd Rogue River 
Rooster Crow Celebration 
June 26-28. 

"I've enjoyed my life, en- 
joyed my work, and I'm happy 
to be back here in Rogue 
River,” Wills, who is 91, said. 
“Course, I've been back now 
since ‘79." 

He served in World War Il, 
flying in 28 missions over Eu- 
rope as a ball-turret gunner, 
before working for the Oregon 
State Police as a game en- 
forcement officer and then the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 
But the rest of the time, Wills 
has been in Rogue River. 

"Rogue River is my home,” 
he said. "Always has been.” 

He moved to Rogue River 
with his family in 1935. 

"| was bom in Montana. My 
family had homesteaded there 
in 1909," he said. "After Prohi- 
bition (ended in Dec. 1933), 
someone said, ‘Hey, there's 
this little down here in the 
Rogue Valley’. It had a beer 
tavern. 

My Dad started The Home- 
stead over here in 1935." 

He graduated from Rogue 
River High School, which had 
a class of 20, in 1941. He at- 
tended Willamette University in

and Wildlife in 1979. He lives on property on the Rogue River that's been In his family since 1943. 


Salem for two years. 

"And then (World War I!) 
came along," he said. "| went 
into the Air Force to be a pilot. 
Arizona State had a cadet pro- 
gram. Then they decided they 
had too many pilots and not 
enough gunners, so they 
washed everybody out. 

"But we all went to gunnery 
school. | ended up on the crew 
of a B-17 crew, as a ball-turret 
gunner.” 

After the war ended, Wills 


left the Air Force in Oct., 1945 
and returned to Rogue River. 

After returning to 
Willamette for a time, he came 
back and, with the help of his 
father, opened the Chinook 
Sporting Good Store in the 
building across Depot Street 
from the Homestead. He was 
also involved in the Lions Club, 
when Rogue River had a Lions 
Club. 

"The State Police used to 
come in and talk to me, and 
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they said, ‘Hey, there's an 
opening in Klamath Falls,’ so 
in ‘49, | went to Salem and got 
hired as a Game Enforcement 
Officer,” he said. 

He worked for the State 
Police for eight and a half 
years. In the middle of that 
time, in September 1952, he 
was involved in the re-capture 
of a pair of convicts that had 
escaped from the Oregon 
State Penitentiary near the

Not much has changed l, 
since 1953, when the first Na- - 
tional Rooster Crow Champi- 
onship was held in Rogue River. 

The rules are simple. Each 
person can enter one rooster; 
the rooster must remain in the 
cage throughout the contest. An 
impartial judge is assigned, and 
the tallying begins at 2:30 p.m. 
No mechanical, electrical, phys- 
ical or chemical stimulants or 
devices are allowed. Moreover, 
roosters cannot be mistreated 
or abused. 

Each rooster has 30 min- 

utes to crow his heart out. 
Never mind that most of the 


crowin’ occurs before the official 
contest, when most of the roost- 
ers fall prey to the pressure. 

In a contest from years past 
| and as always, the arena is filled 
} with roosters in their cages, 
some elaborately decorated, 
and their owners. 

In 2012, Two-time champion 
Bye-Bye Bob was present and 
next to his cage was Rockin’ 
Red and his owner, six-year-old

He and Pat, who will have 
been married 69 years this No- 


vember, live on eight acres on 
the Rogue River his parents 
bought in 1943.

When Wills graduated in 
1941, he attended Rogue River 
High School (RRHS) when it 
was located in what is now the 
west campus of Rogue River 
Elementary School.

suspended when "our uniforms 
were so bad, they wouldn't let 
us play, and they couldn't afford 
to buy new ones." 

He said he ended up at- 
tending Willamette because of 
one of his teachers at RRHS, 
Ne! Perrine, who had also grad- 
uated from the Salem school. 

"The teachers were great," 
he said. "The reason | went to 
Willamette was one teacher in 
the spring we were graduating, 
took the four of us to 
Willamette. 

"Three of us went there 
then. The other went to Oregon 
State." 

Wills was on the Rogue 
River Fire Department board for 
20 years, from 1982 until 2002, 
and he is a charter member of 
the Rogue River chapter of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 
(VFW). He said he also helps 
put the flags out on the Depot 
Street Bridge on flag holidays. 

He has also been active 
with the Rogue River Commu- 
nity Center. He said if there's 
any one thing he'd like to em- 
phasize is that community 
groups need help and volun- 
teers. 

"The Community Center, 
the museum, they all need 
help," he said.

Members of the Rogue River 
Fire District (RRFD) will spend 
most of the Rooster Crow cele- 
bration demonstrating their train- 
ing exercises and equipment 
operations to a crowd gathered 
at Rogue River Elementary 
School. 

“A lot of people see us as we 
make our medical calls,” said 
Former Chief Ben Ramsey. “Un- 
less something major happens in 
town, many don't get to see us or 
our gear in action.” 

In past years demonstrations, 
the RRFD crew first set up a rope 
rescue demonstration. Securing 
a number of ropes between two 
trees a few hundred feet apart, 
one firefighter was hauled up into 
the air and maneuvered by other 
firefighters on the ground. Pulling 
on the ropes, they brought him

into position above a firefighter 
playing the part of rescue victim. 

RRFD firefighter Jeff Fitzger- 
ald, using a microphone and pub- 
lic address speakers, explained 
how the rope rescue operation 
would be used to rescue a hiker 
from a canyon or swimmers

stranded in the river. 

“It's something we rarely have 
to do,” he said. “But, it's some- 
thing that we have to train for and 
be prepared for. That's part of our 
job.” 

Next, the RRFD personnel 
setup an extrication scenario in- 


volving a wrecked car and the 
Jaws of Life. 

Firefighters recruited a female 
volunteer from the crowd to play 
the victim trapped in the wrecked 
Satur Firefighters in full turmout 
gear — almost 50 pounds of 
equipment — set to work on the 
rescue operation. Other crew 
members checked on the victim 
while others inspected the vehi- 
cle. 

“You have to be careful with 
some vehicles,” Fitzgerald said. 
“The air-shocks on front- and rear 
bumpers can explode — which 
tums that bumper into a deadly 
flying projectile. So, we have to 
be cautious when approaching a 
vehicle.” 

The firefighters set up the 
Jaws of Life and began using it

When Charlie Weaver 
passed away last year, a 
community mourned. 

“He will be greatly 
missed,” John Krawczyk 
said, echoing many others 
throughout the community of 
Rogue River upon hearing 
the news that Weaver had 
died Sunday, January 26, 
2014. 

“A constant volunteer, he 
gave so many hours to so 
many organizations and 
community efforts,” recalled 
Mark Reagles, who was a 


member of the same Kiwanis 
Club and witnessed first- 
hand Weaver's energy and 
wit as he volunteered at an- 
nual events, like Rooster 
Crow. “I think his whole life 
was about giving to this com- 
munity. He had such fond 
memories about growing up 
here.” 

Weaver passed away 
just two weeks shy of his 
74th birthday, after suffering 
from complications associ- 
ated with pulmonary fibrosis 
— a condition diagnosed just

to remove the damaged passen- 
ger side door. In the meantime, 
other firefighters saw to the 
“medical needs” of the victim in 
the car, while their partners used 
a power saw to remove the 
windshield. The firefighters 
moved quickly, but cautiously, al- 
ways assessing the situation 
and considering their options. 

“Our main concern is remov- 
ing the victim from the car as 
soon as possible,” Fitzgerald 
said. “However, we have to fac- 
tor in the victim's condition and

Interstate 5 had yet to be 
built, but still more than 500 peo- 
ple traveled to the tiny hamlet of 
Rogue River to witness the con- 
test held at City Park. 

The contest continued to en- 
tertain even after the final cock- 
a-doodle-doo. Grants Pass 
auctioneer Charlie Morrison auc- 
tioned off the fowil—some had 
gone afoul, ruffling the feathers 
of their coop-side handlers. 

Silent Sam owned by Bill 
Reeder was offered first. Having 
lived up to his name, his owner 
disgustedly bid 10 cents and 
then watched a flurry of bidding. 
After high bidder Harold McKen- 
zie paid $50, there was a rush of 
rooster owners hoping to cash in, 
but the bidding dropped rapidly. 

Adrizzling rain that tumed to 
a downpour failed to dampen the 
spirits of the spectators or the 
boosters, and Medford, Grants 
Pass and Portland media gave 
the crow fest such favorable pub- 
licity, the boosters decided to 
hold a second contest on Sep- 
tember 5, 1953. 

According to a Rogue River 
Press article published in June 
1954, organizers expected 1,500 
people to attend that summer's 
crow fest. Instead, 2,000 folks 
poured into the city and wit- 
nessed Rocky knock out the 
competition with 79 crows. 


The successful event has 
continued for nearly 60 years, 
and the 59th crowing contest will 
again be held on the last Satur- 
day in June. The Rogue River 
Chamber of Commerce and Ki- 
wanis co-sponsor the weekend. 

In conjunction with Rogue 
River's centennial celebration, 
100 gold coins will be awarded 
the owner of the rooster that 
crows 100 times —- a feat that 
hasn't been accomplished since 
2005. (And, before that, the last 
time was in 1978.) 

Before all the cock-a-doodle- 
doo-ing begins, there is a roos- 
ter-themed parade—this year, 
the theme is “A Century of 
Hometown Pride.” 

In addition to the centennial 
memorabilia, roosters will appear 
everywhere—on T-shirts, hats, 
banners, aprons, shoes and 
flags, and in the form of rooster 
statues and stuffed roosters. 

Charlie Weaver, a Kiwanian 
and a local Realtor, has had a 
front row seat at the Rooster 
Crow every since that first one in 
Oo: 

“| remember when it was 
held down on Depot Street,” he 
recalled once. “Cages lined each 
side of the street, and there were 
roosters and people up and 
down, all along the curbs.” 

He also laughed at the mem- 
ory of one contest that started 
with a bang. The police chief was

to blow a whistle at 10 a.m. to 
signal the start. No one heard the 
whistle, so he fired his pistol. 

“Everyone was scared silly, 
the roosters too,” he added. 

From Depot Street, the con- 
test moved to where the 
Umpqua Bank parking lot is 
today. For years, festivities were 
held at Wards Creek Park, said 
Weaver. 

“Well, the freeway took out 
the park, and that ended that,” he 
added. 

The Rogue River Lions Club 
took over from the Rogue River 
Boosters Club, and since 1993, 
the Kiwanis have been lead or- 
ganizers along with the Chamber 
of Commerce and the City of 
Rogue River. 

These days, the Rooster 
Crow shares the spotlight during 
what has become an entire 
weekend of activities, including 
one of the area's largest and best

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summer parades, the National 
Human Crow contest, a classic 
car show, entertainment, arts 
and crafts, and food. 

The weekend-long festival 
really starts rockin’ and rollin’ dur- 
ing Saturday’s parade when 
floats, marching units, horses, 
dogs, llamas, and folks in rooster 
costumes head down Main 
Street. Hundreds of people line 
the streets between the Rogue 
River Shopping Center and 
Rogue River Elementary School. 

“This all seemed hokey, 
when | moved here in 2002,” said 
Holly Spitz, vice-president of the 
Chamber of Commerce. “First, 
you ask yourself why, and then 
you find yourself saying why not!” 

“No one can figure out why, 
it just is,” said Weaver. “People 
love it. It's just a whole lot of fun.” 

Added Spitz: “This is small 
town America. This is what we 
do.”

In the final one-on-one show- 
down in the Human Crowing 
Contest during the Rogue River 
Rooster Crow Festival on Sat., 
June 28, it was a battle between 
the Big Smile and Rooster Tat- 
too. 

The competition was close, in 
that the crows between Silvia 
McTevia of Medford and Jeff 
Nemeth, from just a few blocks 
a way in Rogue River, were al- 
most the same in tone and accu- 
racy. 

But Nemeth, who has a tattoo 
of a rooster on his right forearm 
in honor of his hometown, was 
given the top prize, over McTevia 
and her vibrant smile. 

Nemeth, 41, had competed in 
the Human Crow contest the last 


eight years, and this is the first 
time he's won. 

"| grew up in the community, 
and | always come out to Roos- 
ter Crow," he said. "You know, 
it's a silly event, but it's fun and 
any kind of competition is nerve- 
wracking and you never expect 
to win. But this year it worked, 
and it happened.” 

Nemeth and McTevia were 
the final two after the sponta- 
neously picked judges cut the 
original field of about a dozen 
down to six and then audience 
participation pared it down to the 
final pair. 

McTevia, who is originally 
from Las Vegas and works at 
U.S. Bank in Medford, has been 
in the crowing contest the last 
four years.

For Nemeth, winning the 
Human Crowing Contest, carried 
some emotion, as he could be 
seen drying his eyes as he re- 
ceived the trophy for his efforts. 

"Lam surprised. It's a compet- 
itive sport. You never know how 
the crowd's going to react," he 
said. "All | can do is come out 
here and give it my best. 

"To be honest, that's the first 
time I'd crow’d since last year, 
and | just thought I'd save it up 
and let it all hang out and see 
what happens, and it worked." 

He made the finals several 
times, but never made it out of 
the final round before this year's 
festival. 

Nemeth is in a line of work 
that allows him to enjoy life in 
Rogue River, on his own time to 
the fullest, and be a witness to 
the specialty of small-town life in 
other locales. 

"| actually work out of town. | 
work on a TV show called ‘Sons 
of Anarchy,” he said. "I travel out 
of town from May to November. 
| work down south (in Southern 
California), and | come home 
and do my thing up here, hunt 
and fish." 
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His position on the "Sons" set 
is as a grip, a technician who 
works with stunt camera rigging 
and lighting and light manufac- 
turing. 

He's been in show business 
in this capacity for 25 years "be- 
cause of the fault of my father.” 

"He loves Rogue River more 
than life itself," his mother, 
Susan, said. She has lived in 
Rogue River since 1977. 

"He absolutely thanks me 
every day for raising him in 
Rogue River," she said. 

A resident of "just up Pine 
Street," he said, Nemeth said he 
suffered a head injury on the 
other side of what's now the west 
campus of Rogue River Elemen- 
tary School.

If (any event or proj- 
ect) was about kids, he was 
there...it was a done deal.” 

Bond said that Weaver, 
John Schaeffer and he were a

community service projects. 

Weaver, he admitted, was 
“usually the first one there.” — 

Bond also introduced Carol 
Moore, Weaver's twin sister, 
and acknowledged that many 
other Weaver family members 
were in attendance. 

“On behalf of my family, you 
honor us as you honor Charlie,” 
she said. “He was a special 
guy. We will miss him. We love 
Rogue River. He loved Rogue 
River. We're glad to be here.”
